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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the applicants' communication received on 
October 20, 2006. 

2. Claims 1-33 are presented for examination. 

3. The applicants have amended claims 1,19, 28, and 31 in the amendment 
received on October 20, 2006. 

4. Applicants' arguments with respect to claims 1 -33 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new grounds of rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. The indicated allowability of claim 19-27 are withdrawn for the reasons set forth 
in the 35 USC 112 rejection below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1,19, 28, and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1,19, 28, and 31 recite the following claim limitations: (1) a template and 
(2) a layout of a data presentation. 
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The claims are not descriptive about the limitations that comprise the claimed 
"template" and "data presentation". The examiner kindly requests that the applicants 
consider amending the claim language to recite what these claim limitations are and 
what these claim limitations comprise. For instance, for a "data presentation", the claim 
could recite, "wherein the data presentation consists of a user interface displaying 
preliminary filters". 

Claims 1,19, 28, and 31 also appear to have an additional element missing from 
the claim limitations. The claims conclude with "building", but what happens after the 
"building" operation? The claims state a "build" operation is performed for the second 
user, however the claim fails to conclude with a tangible result. What is actually being 
built for the second user after presenting data with content retrieved from the database 
using the final filters? It appears that the claims should conclude with a particular 
transformation or manipulation of the data in an effort to produce a tangible result. 

Therefore, claims 2-18, 20-27, 29-30, 32, and 33 are also rejected for being 
dependent upon rejected independent claims 1, 19, 28, and 31 as stated in the above 
reasons.
